Is Establishing Departments 


in Hospital Centres for Special | 


Treatment of Wounded Soldiers 


Lieut..Colonel Wilson, on Tour of Inspection in West, 
Scheme for Enabling Invalided Veterans to 


| 
Explains the! 


Regain Health and | 


Strength, and Train Them to New Spheres of Usefulness | 


Lieut.-Col, Robert Wilson was in 
Edmonton recently on a tour of inspec- 
tion of the various hospitals in Canada. 
Colonel Wilson is concerned with the 
treatment of the returned invalided 
soldier and with the establishment of 
treatment departments In the various 
military hospitals. “For the general 
scheme of these,” said the colonel, “I 
am, I am afraid, responsible. Tt 1s an 
elaboration of the echeme of the treat- 
ment first organized by the Canadians 
at Ramsgate—the first of Its kind fn 
England, indeed. 

“Bricfly the scheme ts the establish- 
ing of departments fn all hospital cen- 
tres, where the latest and best forms 
of aids to recovery will be used, and 
whence no soldier will be discharged 
until his disability has been reduced 
to the greatest possible extent. These 
measures include such things as mass- 
age, whirlpool spray, needle and oth- 
er forms of water baths, electricity in 
various forms. and the various sections 
of the modern medical gymnasium. 
Vor instance, taking the three princi- 
pal forms of injucy with which- we 
have to denis iujcsy to nerves, injury 
to joints, amputation to upper or lower 
limbs. After the surgeon has done his 
work and the patient is sufficiently re- 
covered, he is taken in hand by the 
treatment department and a regular 
course of treatment by means of elec- 
tricity, baths and massage ts institut- 
ed. Later, as improvement goes on, 
and function is returning, he je taken 
in hand by special muscle function 
trainers and the recovery muscle or 
joint is gradually brought back to nor- 
mal, proceeding progressively from 
trainer to gymnasium instructors, till 
improvement has reached a maximum, 
when he !s @scharged to civil life, 
through the soldiers’ civil re-establish- 
ment commission. 

School for Training Aldes 


“All this means expert help, such 
help is not available in Canada or in 
the United States, so the Canadian 
Army Medical Corps has established a 
school for training of these aides in 
Toronto, officially known as the medi- 
achool of orthopaedic surgery and 
physiotherapy, Through the generos- 
ity of Colonel Vincent Massey, secre- 
tary of the war committee of the 
privy council, {t has been housed in 
the magnificent bulldings which will 
eventually be the Students’ Union of 
the University of Toronto, In this 
echoo!, which was established in June 
of this year, there are sections for the 
teaching of massage under a profes- 
sional masseur, assisted by a staff of 
Yen female and three male instructors. 
shhe course lasts six months and fs very 
Mtensive and complete, A section is 
devoted to hydrotherapy, under a med- 
ical officer, and teaching the use of 
water baths, continuous flow, spray 
massage, whirlpool, douehe, needle, 
electric water baths,ete. 

“Another department, also in charge 
of a inedical ofticer, teaches the use of 
electricity in its various forms—toni- 
zation, galvanic, faradic, sinusolda 
high frequency, ete. Still another de- 
partment is concerned with the train- 
ing of women as ‘“muscle-function 
trainers,” and the use of the various 
@pparatus needed for this purpose. 
This is under the care of an officer 
who has devoted much time to study 
of this, both in England and France. 
The medical gymnasium is in charge 
of an officer spectally qualified, and 
here are trained the sergeant instruct- 
ors who put the patients through a 
course of training designed to 
strengthen their muscles, loosen their 
joints, and make them fit. 


Occurmational Department 


“There is also a department consist- 
ing of a serles of shops, devoted to oc- 
cupstional therapy, where those euffi- 
ciently advanced are making things, 
the particular section to which a pa- 
tient is detailed depending on his dis- 
ability and designed to overcome that 
disabllity—these consist of machine 
shops, sheet metal werks, basketry, 
weaving, network, carpentry, plaster 
easting, clay modeling, blacksmithing, 
ete, These shops are worked in con- 
junction with the invalided soldiers’ 
commission, but the patients are un- 
der direct medical supervision. 

‘The last, and from a ecien 
point of view the most interesting, is 
the department of phystologieal re- 
search, in charge of a fellow in physt- 
ology of the University of Toronto. In 
nddition to the purely army staff of 
six captains, two HMeutenants and two 
staff sergeants, lectures are given in 
nnatomy by the professor of anatomy 
of Toronto University, Prof. McMur- 
rick; on physiology by Associate Pro- 
fessor Watt, and physics by Professor 
Burton, these gentlemen contributing 
their work gratis. In this school, in 
addition to the classes for personnel, 
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fifteen medical officers have juet fin- | 
ished a course on orthopacdic surgery 
under Colonel Starr and another fit- 
teen are taking a course to fit them 
to take charge of treatment depart- 
ments. 

“Of more interest to your readers 
are the courses open for women. These 
are (1) massage; qualifications re- 
quired, age between 22 and 35, perfect | 
physical health, two recommendations 
from well-known citizens,and applica- 
tion to the local Bt. John’s Ambulance 
Brigade, where such exists, or if none 
exists to the school direct. Transpor- 
tation is provided from their home to 
Toronto, but there is no pay or provi- 
sion of any kind for the first two 
months. If the candidate ie successful 
in passing the entrance examination at 
the end of these two months, $55 a 
month is paid for the next four 
months of their course, and an agree- 
ment is signed to work in any part of 
Canada for twelve months after grad- 
uation. On graduation they receive 
$65 a month and subsistence and quar- 
ters, or where these cannot be provid- 
ed seventy-five cents a day is given in 
lieu. A vacation of one week every 
three monthe is obligatory with pay 
and allowancee. As far as possible 
they cre detelled to hospitals near 
their home. 

“(2) The other opening for women 
is that of muscle function trainers. 
These taken in intensive eourse for 
four months, including lectures on an- 
atomy, physiology, physics, kinesiology, 
jointa, wounds and the use of epecial 
apparatus. They receive no pay but 
are allowed $10 a month as a nominal 
honorarium, hence this work is open 
only to those of sufficient means te 
support themselves, and preferably 
should come from places where hosp!i- 
tal eentres exist. They epply through 
the local St. John’s Ambulance Bri- 
gade and have their transportation 
paid to Toronto and back. This work 
should appeal to young women of. say, 
25 to 80 who feel themselves qualified. 
It requires infinite patience and much 
tact. They also become members of a 
specia) section of the V.A.D. of the St. 
John’s Ambulance Brigade, while the 
masseuses become paid members of 
the special section of the &t. John's 
Ambulance Brigade. Special badges 
have been designed for these special 
classes. ,

ALL SOLDIERS 
ALBERTA EXEMPT 
FROM TAX LEVIES 


De 


mdents’ Homes Also Come 
nder Scope of New Provin- 
cial Laws 


Conspicuous among exempt tazx- 
Deyers this year are soldiers and sol- 
diers’ dependents. Under the two pro- 
vinciel acts which regulate the tamxa- 
tion of soldiers’ property, the home 
property or that in which fhe soldier 
was living at the time of his enlist- 
ment, fs exempt for all purposes of 
taxation, beginning with 1918 and con- 
tinuing until two years after the de- 
claration of peace or the soldiers’ dia- 
charge from the army, whichever hap- 
pens first. For ail practical purposes 
the home, if owned by the soldier's 
wife, comes under the same ruling. 

On all other property of soldiers, 
the legislation provides that no taxes 
can be collected, although the pro- 
perty is taxable, until two years after 
the eoldier’s discharge, or the end of 
the war, Arrears of taxes on the 
home before 1918 or which have or 
may eccumulate on other property 
owned cannot be teuched by any legal 
proceedings, either, until the conclu- 
sion of the two years. 

It is understood in these acts that 
a soldier is a person either on active 
service er subject to call for service 
within the Empire.

Award 


Approximately $636,000 has come 
into Alberta division of the C.P.R, as 
the result of the increases under the 
McAdon award. So far the increases 
have marked two pay days and have 


around $632,950, to the August figures 
of $958,078. 

The increase has been in effect for 
Over two months and has cost the rail- 
Way $636,000 in that time for there 
are some 7,500 employees in the divi- 
sion which covers the territory be- 
tween Field and Swift Current, Coutts 
and the Crow's Nest to Edmonton, and 
east to Kerrobert, It is eatimated that 
about one-fourth of these employes 
will not be affected in any event by 
the award, On the other hand, only 
the organized labor branches have re- 
celved increases so far. 

The case of the clerical staffs is 
now up for consideration, and should 
these go through the expenditure will 
be increased substantially again. 

Stenographers in the local offices 
will in many instances receive wages 
as high as $127 per month, and the 
Prospect of the increase has had the 
effect of bringing a flood of applica- 
tions for positions to the offices, 

It is expected that emailer maffs 
will consequently be a feature of the 
railroad offices. According’ to one 
official, the present year is particu- 
larly convenient for reductions. The 
decrease in the amount of grain trans- 
portation, as well as other transporta- 
tion reductions will have their effect 
throughout all departments. |

Second Lieut. W. A. M. Butler is | 


Killed at Aerodrome in 
England

A promising career as an aerial 
fighter wae recently cut short by the 
death at an acrodrome in an eastern | 
county of England of Second Lieut. 
W. A. M. Butler, Lieut, Butler enlist- 
ed with the lifth University Corps 
here and prior to joining up for active | 
service was in training at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta in preparation for 
medical work. He was a son of Mr. 
and Mrs. W. If. Butler, of Arden, Man. 

The deceased had just completed 
his training and had been nominated | 
for duty as en assistant inetructor. He 
was about to leave the ground in @ 
service type machine when his engine 
failed, the machine heeled over and 
burst into flames on striking the 
ground. Despite the prompt efforts 
of a number of would-be rescuers, it 
was impossible to extricate the young 
Pilot in time and he was dead on ar- 
rival at the casualty etation on the 
Aerodrome. 

The funeral which took place a few 
days later at the local cemetery, was 
an impressive demonstration of the 
sympathy of the deceased's brother 
officers and airmen. The coffin, 
draped in the Union Jack, and sur- 
mounted by two floral tributes from 
officers and men, was borne on en 
aeroplane trailer, which was guarded 
by officer pall bearers. The first part 
of the route from the aerodrome to 
the cemetery was lined by a guard of 
honor drawn from the Royal Air 
Force, the U.8, Aviation Service, and 
American Construction Compantes, | 
The procession wae headed by a band 
and a firing party provided by a 
neighboring depot of the Royal En- 
gineers, and companies of officers and 
men headed by the Commanding Of- 
ficer followed the remains. Flight 
Cadet A. W. Butler, brother of the de- 
ceased (who is also training in Eng- 
land as a@ pilot) was the only mourn- 
er. Large numbers of the villagera 
witnessed the cortege. The last hon- 
ors at the graveside were rendered in 
military fashion, a farewell volley and 
the sounding of the “Last Post" an-) 
nouncing to the beautiful countryside 
that another valuable life had been 
laid down for King and Country.

It Pays. 


The new United States tax bill 
proposes to take 80 per cent. of all 
profits in excess of the rate of pro- 
fits earned by any firm before the 
war; and it takes also a share of 
all profits above 8 per cent., be- 
ginning with a 35 per cent. tax 
upon profits up to 15 per eent., 
and increasing progressively above 
that amount. It is not practicable 
to make an exact comparison be- 
tween the profit taxes levied in 
the United States and those levied 
in Canada, as the methods of cal- 
culating taxable earnings are not 
the same. Presumably the differ- 
ence between the profits taxes is 
more or less comparable to the dif- 
ference between the income taxes 
imposed in the two countries. 
Upon incomes of $3,000 the United 
States tax is $60.00, the Canadian 
tax $20.00. Upon incomes of $5,000 
the United States colleets $180.00, 
and Canada $140, Upon incomes 
of $10,000 the United States gov- 
ernment demands $545, the Cana- 
dian $392. Upon incomes of $20,- 
000 the United States collects 

2,895, and Canada $1,382. Upon 
incomes of $50,000 the United 
States collects $12,495, Canada

the United States tax is $39,0%)5,

BELIEVED WHOLE 
FAMILIES LOST 


Heartrending Scenes When Sur- 
vivors of Galway Castle Are 
Landed at Plymouth 


Mymouth, Eng. Sept. 16.—Heart- 
rending scenes were witnesses here 
when hundreds of survivors of the 
torpedoed steamer Galway Castle were 
uanded at 7 o'clock Thursday morn- 
ing. The passengers were mostly wo- 
men and children, and !t is belteved 
that whole families have been lost. 

Among the survivors were little 
tots scarcely able to walk, crying in 
vain for thelr parents. Paren's were 
searching vainly in all directions for 
news of their children, and women 
were seeking vainly for thelr lost hus- 
bands. It mattered nothing thot 
warm, dry clothing wags distributed to 
take the place of the scanty attire the 
survivors snatched as they left the 
ship. Their one thought was t» get 
news of thelr relatives and frien Is. 

There seems no reason to doubt but 
that the vessel was torpedoed with 
out warning. The explosion occurred 
between the engincroom and the 
stokehold, a fact that will rule out 
any, possible belief that the = ship 
struck any obstacle. She was injured 
and was bent 
and torn clear to the upper deck ant 
seemed likely to break in two at any 
moment. 

In spite of the extent of the damage 
done to some of the crew declared 
that the impact was hardly greater 
than that if the vessel had bumps 
heavily against the side of a quay. 
The inrush of water was tremendous. 
One lifeboat was swamped, another

MILITARY. SERVICE IN CANADA HAVE 
THIRTY DAYS FROM THE DATE of the 
accruing OF SUCH LIABILITY within which 
to exercise the like option. It is stipulated 
by the Convention also that certificates of 
diplomatic exemption may be granted within 
the optional periods aforesaid. EVERY 
CITIZEN OF THE UNITED STATES TO 
WHOM THE REGULATIONS APPLY is 
required to REPORT TO THE REGIS- 
TRAR under the Military Service Act, 1917, 
FOR THE province or DISTRICT WITHIN 
WHICH he is, in the manner by the regulations 
prescribed, WITHIN TEN DAYS AFTER 
THE EXPIRY OF HIS OPTIONAL PERIOD 
and will be SUBJECT TO PENALTIES IF 
without reasonable excuse HE FAIL SO TO 
REPORT. For the information of those 
whom it may concern Sections 3 and 4 defining 
the requirements of registration, with which 
it will be necessary strictly to comply, are 
set out substantially as follows:— 


REPORT IN THE MANNER and with the 
particulars aforesaid within the time limited 
as aforesaid, HE SHALL BE GUILTY OF 
AN OFFENCE, AND SHALL BE LIABLE 
UPON SUMMARY CONVICTION to a 

nalty not EXCEEDING FIVE HUNDRED 

OLLARS, AND TO IMPRISONMENT 
for any term not exceeding six months, and 
moreover he shall incur PENALTY OF 
$10.00 FOR EACH DAY after the time 
when or within which he should have registered 
during which he shall continue to be unregis- 
tered. 

4. EVERY UNITED STATES CITIZEN 
WHO HAS DIPLOMATIC EXEMPTION, 
although not otherwise subject to these 
regulations SHALL WITHIN TEN DAYS 
after the granting of the same truly REPORT 
TO THE REGISTRAR,-in like manner and 
with the same particulars as required by the 
last preceding section; and in addition he shall 
embody in fis report a true and complete 
statement of the particulars of his certificate 
of diplomatic exemption. NEGLECT OR 
FAILURE without reasonable excuse to come 
with the requirements of this section SHAL 
CONSTITUTE AN OFFENCE PUNISH- 
ABLE IN THE MANNER AND BY THE 
PENALTIES provided in the last preceding 
section.
